NOTES on identifying houses in the photos - 2022-08-28 

Particularly note building height changes, any ornamentation, aperture (window/door) counts, slants relative to road, wall & fence heights, 
trees, poles and fences, gaps between buildings which may not always be apparent when small but can cause the next building to appear offset. 
Low means 1-level unless indicated 

Tall & tallish mean 2-level unless indicated

26 38 40 - Three tall buildings 
40 BC 46 - Three short buildings 
40 - with adjutting parts 


BC - long with lower end 45 - low 
46 - short 49 - tall 
48 - Tall building, shows towering face 55 - low 


GAP - visible when close 


52 - short small, hard to spot 59 - low but taller than last 
54-56 - tall, defined by being beside next 
58-60 - taller than the surroundings with adjutting vertical lines, 65-67 - tall, 4 upper apertures 


visible from a distance 
STEPS up here are on the end of 60, with door now absent 
WALL E+, embraces these steps and slightly onto 64 


64 - tall, noted by being beside previous, opp. Dalmahoy Rd, with gap ROAD - Dalmahoy Road 
beside at times visible 


GAP/School Wynd - sizeable but not very visible looking E, more visible 2 - low/tall - low in early photos but became tall, has side out-building 
looking W because next is taller, may have been wider in the past with roof sloping to Dalmahoy Rd, and side entrance in low front wall 
for car 


DIAGONAL - Next two building are diagonal, with join of 80/82 being 
closest to road and moving away again for next 


72-76 - tall long building with many windows and pipes, c. 8 upper 
apertures, was opp. 1,2 TC and 73 € E half of 75 MS - School Wynd is 


here, curiously on one old photo there is a road there but on others not 


- perhaps a house was buiit there where the road was, or the road 
replaced a house removed??? 


78-80 - low with 9 apertures - was opp. 75 W half, 77 & most of 79 MS 
CLOSEST to road here at join of 80/82 


82 - low, veers away from road, 4 apertures, was opp. E half of 81 and 
part of 79 MS 


GAP - noticeable 


*83 - tallish, stands high above prior, but lower than next, 0-1 upper 
apertures 


*85 - tall, slightly lower than next, 2 upper & 3-4 lower apertures 
NEWSAGENT ajuts out from *85 
*89 - tall, other side of newsagent, 3 upper apertures 


*91 84 86 - low long, was from opp. 91 to substantially into clear area 
of 95 MS - 5 + 3/4 apertures, no wall/fence in front 


FENCE - at end of 86 

GAP - marked by trees, curiously opp. S gap 
WALL - W+ 

TREES - with POLE opp. 

94 96 - low, 5 + 3/4 apertures 


GAP - visible E+, opp. 101 


108-98 - low, 3 units, each with 4 apertures, the E ones lower 
WALL taller about here W+ becoming metal in front of tower 
110 - low, 3 apertures 


1 - tall, joined to 2, with end stairs up, wall taller than last, 1 & 2 both 
recessed compared to next, opp. 72 


73-75 - closer to road than prior, wall tall, opp. 74 76 
77-79 - 77 has a large service entrance instead of wall 


81 - lower than next 


GAP - slightly apparent 
83-85 - higher than prior 


87-89 - E end of 87 opp. ajutting newsagent

GAP - large, very visible, curiously opp. N gap 


95 - shrubs on E side of front, higher than prior 
99 (opp. 96) - wall with fence atop

107-109 - roof higherish, and beside an extension with sloping down 
roof (prior gap), 3 chimneys (ends and middle) 


TREE - with tree & pole opp. 
112-116 - low, 6+ apertures 


TOW 118 - very tall, smooth-faced stone, tree opp., clearly on the 
1940s aerial opp. 115
